Winter Care Of Poultry 


Value of Substitutes for Green Feed in 
Poultry Feeding 

During the winter months, when tt 
{s sometimes dificult to get sultable 
green feed for poultry, certain sub- 
stitutes may be used. In order to 
test the relative» values of clover 
leaves, sweet clover meal, alfalfa meal 
and tomato pulp for this purpose an 
experiment was conducted in 1928-24 
by the Dominion poultry husbandman 
at the Ottawa experimental farm. One 
pen was given clover leaves fed in the 
litter once a day, another was given 
clover meal mixed in the wet mash 
fed at noon, a third pen received al- 
falfa meal in the same way, and to the 
fourth pen tomato pulp mixed in the 
Wet mash was fed. All the hens were 
fed a standard scratch grain and stan- 
dard mash, beef scrap was kept con- 
tinually before them and they had both 
mili and water to drink. 

The clovet meal gave by far the best 
results for production, cost of produc- 
ing eggs aid profits. Tomato pulp 
came second, alfalfa meal third and 
clover leaves last. The hatchability 
of the eggs from the birds fed tomato 
pulp was, however, exceptionally poor.

British Astronomers After Reaching 
100,000,000 Mark Despair of 
Finishing Job 

The glant task of counting and de- 
jfinitely locating the stars in the heav- 
jens, which has taken 40 years to date 
‘and now tops the 100,600,000 mark, 
jmay be abandoned as a hopeless job. 

Of the many observatories awhich 
originally agreed to undertake the 
| counting of the stars and the mapping 
of their positions in the heavens sec- 
tion by section, only the Greenwich 
and” Oxford observatories have com- 
pleted thelr task. _But even their job 


really finished, for each new and larg- 
er telescope which comes into use re- 
veals the existenee of myriads of stars 
hitherto unrevealed.. A chart is no 
sooner completed than ft is put out of 
date by new discoveries. 

Astronomers who have been at work 
on tho charts for the last 40 years 
and have already Msted, charted and 
catalogued more than 100,000,000 stars 
are beginning to wonder if there {s 
any polnt in going uvead with it.
